Ordinarily speakintr. there are few 
States whiih offer so invit ing a Meld 
for railroad building as Kentuclcy, but 
scarcely anything has been done in 
this line for a number of years. The 
worid-wi^ demand for coal and Iron 
'alls parttenlar attention to our vast 
mineral resources. Goal is to be found 
by millions of tons in measures that 
have as yet been untouched, and iron 
ore is ecjually accessible and cheap. 
The timber resources of the State are 
al.so of ciiournious value if only means 
of Iranspoitation to market can l>e 
found. In tile section through which 
'lie projcct(<i Southern branch is to 
run there IS part icular abundance of 
both mineial and timber wealth. 

Doubtless the fad that there has 
been .so little railroad building pro 
jected in Kmlucky this year is be 
•ause of fears that capital will not b<' 
welcomed and may suffer from arbi- 
rary luw.s. The lawlessness witness 
ed at Frankfort has also had a deter- 
rent effect.
